U.S. exports of fruit and vegetable items to offshore markets have 
increased substantially in the past several years. Each year this lucrative 
export business attracts many firms whose previous activities, were 
solely confined to domestic marketing. Frequently, many of these firms 
lack some of the information needed to formulate effective export 
marketing plans. This publication the first of a planned series-is an 
attempt to broaden the informational base for present and potential 
U.S. exporters of horticultural products,

Scandinavia represents a relatively small but stable and important export outlet for U.S. fresh and 
processed fruit and vegetables. U.S. export sales of these commodities to the Scandinavian area 
(Sweden, Noiway, and Finland) exceeded $70 million in calendar 1977. On a value basis, the top five 
U.S. fruit and vegetable export items were' Dried fruit (mainly raisins and pumes), $19 million, tree 
nuts (mainly almonds and walnuts), $12.8 million; fruit and vegetable juices (including citrus juices), 
$11.1 million, fresh deciduous fruit, $7.7 million, and canned fruit, $4.6 million. 

Sweden is generally regarded as a "mature" market with a high level of distribution but little 
growth among established products. However, Swedish importers are veiy competitive and are 
constantly seeking new items that can be marketed profitably. Relatively new items to the Swedish 
market that appeal to have giowth potential include corn on the cob, radishes, Chinese cabbage, and 
other high-priced peiisluible produce, 

Noiway possesses many of the same market characteristics as Sweden. However, continued 
development of petroleum exports has sustained the expansion of the Norwegian economy and its 
high per capita purchasing powei. Noiway should continue to be an increasingly attractive market for 
many horticultural products. Canned and dned fruits, for example, have exhibited considerable 
lecent growth, with impoits leaching record high levels in 1976. 

In Finland, foreign exchange difficulties, declining disposable incomes brought about by nuss 
unemployment, import licensing, import taxes, and increased competition from other suppliers have 
been limiting factors to the further growth of U.S. product imports. Finland remains a relatively small 
market for U.S. horticultural pioducts, with fresh and dried fruits the leading items.

Sweden maintains relatively low specific import duties on most fruit and vegetable items. Some 
representative rates are as follows- Fresh fruits and vegetables, free-lOQkr/lOOkg, canned fruits, 
12.5kr/IOOkg; dried fruits, free. Additional fees levied by the Swedish Government include plant pro- 
tection and beverage container taxes on certain products. Nontanff barriers include licensing and 
seasonal restrictions. 

Outlook for U.S. Products 

Future growth of established product imports is likely to be moderate. Swedish importers, 
however, are constantly seeking new items that can be marketed profitably For example, high-priced 
perishable vegetables such as iceberg lettuce, radishes, and corn on the cob are relatively "new" 
products and appear to have good growth potential in Sweden.

Revenue from oil and the resulting trend toward a highei standard of living has stimulated a 
growing demand for food and consumer products among Norway's 4 million population. Canned and 
dried fruit have shown considerable recent growth, with impoits reaching record levels in 1976. 
Although several U.S. fruit and vegetable products are well established in the Norwegian market, U.S. 
exporters are likely to encounter stionger competition from other suppliers (e.g., canned fruits from 
South Africa) in the future.

Added water must be declared. 

Additives. With the exception of special labeling requirements for specific food items, the 
following category names may be used for approved additives Anticakmg agents, antioxidants, 
bleaching agents, colors, emulstfiers, flavors, maturing agents, preservatives, stabilizers, thickening 
agents (including modified starches), and vegetable gums.
